FT. I.AUDERDALE. Fla.. June 1—The residents and city 
commissioners of this Florida resort town are fighting 
over waterwav crossings and a hig, city-financed yacht 
harbor, and both projects have been dragged into the 
courts. It reminds me of the difficulties being encountered 
in Palm Springs over the municipal improvements. I hope 
ours don t get into the courts because it only adds to the 
expense and causes a lot of bad feeling. It s strictly a 
matter of judgmenl as to what improvements are needed 
most— will he the most beneficial. It seems to me, how­ 
ever that the city is at least morally hound to improve 
the northend park since that is one of the projects the 
voters were told would be financed through the bonds. 


ANYWAY, it is interesting to note that problems run 
along pretty much the same lines in all communities— par­ 
ticularly of the resort type. I see that people are selling 
their homes and ranches in Arizona because taxes are 
getting so high— it has businessmen there worried. As a 
matter of fact, tax bills are worrying almost, everyone, 
everywhere. I talked to two merchants here yesterday 
and asked how business was. They said it was good but 
that taxes ate up all the profits. They complained about 
city license taxes— were surprised when I told them how 
much higher ours were in Palm Springs. 
When will the people wake up? When will they de­ 
mand more economy in government from the Truman 
Administration right down to the smallest town? It seems 
like the people would begin to realize that it s the con­ 
sumer who pays most of the taxes— not big business. Most 
taxes are passed right along to the consumer. They 
charged me a 3-cent tax on two cokes in Miami the other 
day. At that rate I would be paving 30 cents for every 
dollar's worth of Cokes I soaked up. But I wonder how 
many HIDDEN taxes I pay every day without knowing— 
they say they're some .150 on gasoline and I ve been buy­ 
ing plenty of it.

This is No Time to Entertain the Jitters 


Have you heard one of the rumors fly ­ 
ing around that a major autom obile m an­ 
ufacturer has diverted all production to 
tanks for Uncle Sam, that tires are about 
to be rationed, that huge governm ent or­ 
ders are being placed for war m aterials 
of all kinds? 
According to W ashington sources who 
have made it their business to run down 
those stubbornly persistent rumors, they 
all are without foundation in fact. T hey 
all stem, apparently, from the jittery 
readiness of a great many people to in­ 
terpret every act of governm ent or busi­ 
ness as a sign of impending war. 
In view of the steady stream of con­ 
tradictory announcem ents from the N a­ 
tion's Capitol on the likelihood of war in 
the near future, that jittery state of mind 
is not surprising. One national m agazine 
recently editorialized that the Cold W ar 
is regarded by the national planners in 
W ashington a sa wonderful political pump 
primer that can be turned on or off at 
will in order to m aintain the flow of gov­ 
ernment spending. 
Actually, the Cold Wár is a steady and 


constant thing and m ost political and 
m ilitary experts believe we m ust be pre­ 
pared to live with it for m any years to 
come. It doesn’t change in tem po or basic 
pattern from week to w eek or month to 
month, despite planned or accidental sur­ 
face incidents. 
Each com batant in the Cold War has 
pronounced advantage over the other: 
Russia over the United States in strength 
of armed forces, and the United States 
over Russia in ability to produce for war. 
0%er the long haul, Russia can be ex­ 
pected to improve its productive capacity, 
just as America is building its m ilitary 
defenses, but a definite balance of power 
exists that is not subject 
to sudden 
change. 
It would be folly indeed to ignore that 
the world rests uneasily on a powder keg, 
but it would be greater folly not to main­ 
tain an objective outlook on the realities 
of the situation. If there are great brains 
in W ashington who view the Cold War 
as a m eans to play on the nerves of the 
people for political advantage, it is time 
they were retired to the nursery to play 
with toy soldiers and guns. 


From One Who Knows 


(Miami (Fla.) Herald) 


Earl Browder, former leader of the 
Communist Party in America, doesn't call 
it the “welfare state” into which the Tru­ 
man Doctrine is nudging us. Browder 
labels the American governm ental drift 
“state capitalism," having a common base 
with the Marxist theory. 
The Foundation for Economic Educa­ 
tion calls attention to this statem ent in 
a pamphlet by Browder as it is pertinent 
to the tim es and of interest to the Am er­ 
ican people: 
“State capitalism leaped forward to a 
new' high point in America in the decade 
1930-40 . . . State capitalism , in substance 
if not in formal aspects, has progressed 
farther in America than in Great Britain 
under the Labor Government, despite its 
nationalization of c e r t a i n industries, 
which is a formal stage not. yet reached 
in America; the actual, substantial con­ 
centration of the guiding reins of na­ 
tional econom y in governm ental hands is 
probably on a higher level in the U.S.A.” 
Browder 
cites 
tw enty-tw o 
specific 
item s of our governm ental policy to prove 
his case: 
Government deficit financing; m anipu­ 
lation of bank reserve requirem ents; in­ 


surance of bank deposits; guarantee of 
m ortgages; control of bank credits; tin­ 
kering with the currency system : regula­ 
tion of installm ent buying; price controls: 
price support for farm products; agricul­ 
tural credits; RFC loans to business cor­ 
porations; social security system s for 
workers; governm ent housing; p u b l i c 
works to provide em ploym ent; m any proj­ 
ects for the conservation of natural re­ 
sources; juggling of the tax structure; 
new tariff regulations; governm ent or­ 
ganized foreign loans; the Em ploym ent 
Act; the President's Econom ic Commit­ 
tee; stim ulated war arm am ents produc­ 
tion on a large scale; various veterans’ 
benefits. 
M any of the item s will not strike peo­ 
ple generally as state capitalism . Never­ 
theless, the one-tim e ranking American 
Communist observes that they have the 
"single feature in common that . . . they 
express the growth of state capitalism 
. . . This is an essential feature of the 
confirm ation of the M arxist theory . , . 
It represents the m aturing of the objec­ 
tive (m aterial) prerequisites for social­ 
ism, the basic factor which m akes social­ 
ism inevitable.” 
The grain of truth in the analysis is 
warning enough as to w here we are 
headed by one who has gone the whole 
route of M arxian socialism .

PALM SPRINGS' leading role 
I in 
the bad 
chpck rackei 
w as 
corroborated this week by Jack 
i McFarland, Riverside 
c o u n t y 
' deputy district attorney assigned 
1 to the prosecution of check w rit­ 
ing offenders, "Palm Springs has 
more 
bouncing 
checks passed 
than in any other community in 
the county based on a per capita 
population figure." 
McFarland added that the city 
of Riverside has the largest n u m ­ 
ber of checks passed because of 
its greater population figure. 


SGT. ORDWAY'S records in d i­ 
cate that 
more than 200 fner- 
chant and hotel keepers accepted 
worthless chpcks from approxi­ 
m ately 40 persons. 
Of that number, Sgt. Ordway 
said. 16 arrests were made and 
all but two convicted and com­ 
mitted 
to 
either 
county jail 
or state prisons. 
"Thp others," he said, "m ade 
restitution am ounting to approxi­ 
m ately $5.000 where the victim ­ 
ized 
persons refused to prose- 
rute. Some of the check passers 
committed honest mistakes, cor­ 
rected them or m ade cash resti­ 
tutions.” 


REVEALING, 
TOO, w a s 
thp 
statement by Ordway. that a p ­ 
proximately 50 ppr cent of the 
check artists follow their illegal 
pencraft as a profession. 
Ordway and McFarland agreed 
th at the professional check artist 
is a repeat offender. 
“They’re no sooner out of jail 
w hen they start passing w orth­ 
less paper again,” declared M c­ 
Farland. 
“The cheek passpr has a good 
story to tell and he usually 'sells’ 
it to some victim." according to 
Ordway who spends long days 
tracking the bogus check m an 
down.” They are excellent sales­ 
men, have fine personalities and 
are usually attired in the latest 
fashions." 


HE AGREED that it is pretty 
hard for a m erchant to refuse 
In cash checks hut warned th at 
every precaution such as scru­ 
tinizing identifications should be 
m ade hpfore turning a piece of 
paper into some of their own 
hard earned rash. 
Among the 
precautions th a t 
should be followed by m erchants 
and hotel keepers he cited the 
following: 
"Don’t depend upon a social 
security card as good and su f­ 
ficient identification. The rheck- 
m an may have several of them 
under various aliases. 


"DON'T JUST look at the nam e 


on a 
person’s driver's license 
and let it go at that. Take the 
number of the license, write it 
down, not forgetting the state 
which issued It. 
“If at all possible, obtain the 
license 
number of the 
man's 
automobile, the make and type 
of car and a description of Ihe 
person passing the check. 
"And if you believe the check 
is no good, call the police. 
"Be sure you know the person 
from whom you accept an out-of­ 
town check' before cashing it. 
When these checks are returned 
unpaid by out-of-town hanks, the 
cost to thp victim is usually 
more than the face value of the 
check." 


"JUST BECAUSE the r h e r k 
handed to you is a payroll check 
does not mean it is good.” 
He cited the ease of Gordon N. 
Follweiler. 
now doing a 
long 
stretch in San Quentin. 
“Follweiler. a timekeeper on a 
local construction job. continued 
to keep the name of five dis­ 
charged employees on the pay­ 
roll. When the checks arrived 
from out-of-town offices of the 
construction company Follweiler 
forged the names of these men 
and 
cashed 
them 
in 
Village 
stores, for a total of $3,000. 
“He w as arrested in Florida, 
returned to Riverside county and 
convicted,” Ordway said. 
Stolen payroll checks can also 
prove to he a headache for the 
police as well, the police officer 
said. 


OF THIS SEASON'S vintage is 
the case of Raymond Baker and 
his pal. Charles Pope. 
“In a matter of just a few 
hours, 
Baker and Pope,” said 
Ordway," cashed $581 in stolen 
payroll checks. They were inter­ 
cepted. thanks to a bartender in 
Cathedral City, by the California 
Highway patrol on the way to 
Riverside. 
According to Sgt. Ordway Ihe 
pair had entered a bar in Ca­ 
thedral 
City, 
declared 
t h e y 
wantpd to buy a drink hut were 
hrokp with ihe exception of a 
payroll 
check. 
The 
bartender 
obligingly cashed the check and 
the boys bought a drink. 


"HOWEVER. Ordway 
recited, 
"when thev paid for the drink 
with a $20 bill, that proved their 
downfall. The harkeep remrm 


bered 
that 
he had not given 
* 
them a bill of such denomination 
and at Ihe same time rem em ­ 
bered that the pair had declared 
thev were broke.” 
When the pair left he followed 
them nut of the bar and noted 
p 
their license number. The next 
call, according to Ordway, was 
the sheriff’s office with the re­ 
sult that the Highway Patrol w as 
able to intercept the 
when the two stopped for a drink 
at a bar in Sunland. 
"One can’t be Ion careful and 
too insistent on sufficient iden­ 
tification before cashing checks 
Ihese check 
passers are great 
guys with their tongues. 
Ord­ 
way concluded.
